1. Prior Art 

1.1 All the technical features of independent claim 1 are disclosed in document D1 , 
(as well as in documents D3 - D7). Independent claim 1 is not novel according to Article 
33(2) PCT. 

1 .2 The technical features of dependent claims 2, 3, 5, 7, 1 0 are also disclosed in 
documents D1 as well as documents D3-D7. Dependent claims 2, 3, 5, 7, 10 also lack 
novelty according to Article 33(2) PCT. 

1 .3 The additional technical features of dependent claim 6 are also disclosed in the 
combination of documents D1 & D2. Dependent claim 6 does not involve an inventive 
step according to Article 33(3) PCT. 

1 .4 The combination of the features of dependent claims 4, 8 and 9 is not rendered 
obvious by the available prior art. 



2. Further Observations 

2.1 The features of the claims are not provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 
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2.2 It is considered that in independent claim 1 the word "wherein" indicates the 
characterising part according to Rule 6.3(b)(ii) PCT. 

2.3 Claim 1 0 contains references to the description and the drawings. According to 
Rule 6.2(a) PCT, claims should not contain such references except where absolutely 
necessary, which is not the case here.
